Significantly, both ol these persons 
were reluctant witnesses in past con- 
gressional investigation, not i .dated to 
t!u Kennedy assassination.

Testimony was presented during the 
hearing hv a committee investigator that 
"At the rally Helm staled. ‘No con- 
gressional investigation will ever deter- 
iorate this [KkK| organization. We’ll 
still be here when they are dead and 
buried— and I hope it will be soon.”'
